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FOREWORD 


In 1977 the Programmes and Law Information Development 
Section of the Federal Department of Justice undertook to organize 
a survey of existing Law for the Layperson materials and 
programmes, with a view to identifying what needed to be done to 
make federal laws more accessible to the public. Using funds 
available under the Canada Employment Commission's Summer Job 
Corps Programme, teams of students, each working under’ the 
direction of a law student project leader and a law professor as 
adviser, gathered information in each of the provinces. The 
Survey was so successful that it was decided to edit the results 
ends, publish* ther as’ 4a “national directory, of “public ~tegal 
infEOormation. © *fo PpykbMinssome Cobvious gaps and to bring the survey 
up to date, the Department of Justice obtained additional funds 
from the Summer Job Corps Programme in 1978. While some of this 
information may be outdated, and omissions may have been made, the 
data  COontainea in--ehirs Directory “retlects, ? as ~ accurately “as 
possible, the situation as of August, 1978. 


The Directory is comprised of thirteen volumes - one for 
each of the ten provinces, two national volumes (one English, one 
French) and an Index volume. It is the Department's intention to 
update the Directory on a regular basis and to publish replacement 
volumes from time to time as it appears to be necessary. 


Without the effort of many people in each province, the 
publication wor “this prrectory would not have “been~ possible. Thre 
Department of Justice wishes to express its Sincere appreciation 
to ala those’*+ citizens, -“gqroups, ‘associations, *“institutions “and

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The activities of the Department of Agriculture 
cover all aspects of agriculture and deal with the farmer as well 
as the consumer. The Department assists farmers through crop 
insurance, price stabilization and agricultural adjustment 
programmes to alleviate losses caused by the weather, changing 
Markets and certain other hazards. Consumers benefit from 
services of grading, inspection and nutrition information. 


While field workers (agronomists, inspectors, 
etc.) are kept informed with respect to legislation and regula- 
tions in their subject field, and pass this information on through 
their personal contacts, the farming community is kept abreast of 
legislation or regulations in their areas of concentration through 
direct contact via approximately 500 specialized mailing lists. 
More generally, any new legislation, programmes or major amend- 
ments to existing legislation are announced through a press 
release which will usually indicate where further information may 
be obtained. Information is also channeled to the public through 
the Department's radio and television services. Such a release 
will be followed-up by a "Farm Letter". These contain more 
detailed background information on federal government policies and 
programmes and are sent out approximately eight or ten times a 
year to a mailing list of some 300,000 persons and agencies. 


A great number of publications in English and 
French are made available to the general public. While only a few 
deal specifically with "the law" several touch upon relevant 
legislation.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


Through its major branches (Bureau of Intellectual 
Property, Competition Policy, Consumer Affairs, Corporate Affairs 
and the Field Operations Service) the Department's functions and 
activities range across the entire spectrum of the market place. 
Generally, the major areas of activity are: promotion of consumer 
interests including protection from deceptive business practices 
and misleading advertising; Canada Corporations Act and 
bankruptcy; patents, trademarks, industrial designs and copyright; 
and promotion of competition. The responsibility for the 
implementation of projects and programmes of the Bureau and the 
enforcement of legislation rests for the most ‘part with the Field 
Operations Service which operates across the country. 


The Department is extremely active in the field of 
public information and education. This year there are some 425 
programmes in this field being carried on across Canada. These 
include such things as puppet shows; television programmes; 
speakers; a programme to educate small merchants with respect to 
the provisions of legislation affecting them; and various 
programmes dealing generally with consumerism and the Department's 
activities. For further information with respect to programmes in 
a given area, contact the nearest regional office of the 
Department. 


The Department is also very active in the audio- 
visual and publications fields, producing a large variety of 
materials which are responsive to the needs of both the business 
community and the general public. While the materials prepared 
for the business community are usually of a highly specific and 
technical nature, those prepared for wide, general distribution 
are very straightforward and comprehensible.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


As a result of recent legislation: Bill C-24 (the 
Immigration Act) and Bill C-27 (the Employment and Immigration 
Reorganization Act), the Department of Manpower and Immigration 
and the Unemployment Insurance Commission are in the process of 
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being integrated under the supervision of a small, support-type 
Department of Employment and Immigration in Ottawa. Staff and 

Operational functions at Headquarters and in the field that were 
part of the old U.I.C. and D.M.I. have merged to form the Canada 


Employment and Immigration Commission with ten distinct regions in 
Canada and a Foreign Service. 


It should be noted that the integration is viewed 
aS an ongoing, long-term process. Thus, in practical terms the 
services offered to the public at the regional level, i.e. 
matching of jobs and workers through recruitment, counselling 
and/or referrals; provision-iof financial’ aid’ tor'relocation, 
sponsorship of educational and occupational upgrading and 
training, as well as distribution of unemployment insurance 
benefits and administration of the provisions of immigration 
legislation remain mostly separate and for the most part the same 
as before for the time being. This will not, however, be the case 
as integration proceeds. Even at present there are substantial 
procedural and legal changes which are either in effect or shall 
be in the near future. Any Canada Manpower Centre (C.M.C.) or 
U.I.C. office, which are being merged progressively into new 
Canada Employment Centres (C.E.C.), or Canada Immigration Centre 
(C.I1.C.) will adequately advise interested parties of substantial 
changes and innovations. 


As could be expected, the Department's information 
services, programmes and publications are in the process of 
revision. While some materials are still available for 
distribution, the department itself should be contacted to 
determine which are still current.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


Although most of this Department's activities are 
aimed outside the country, several services are offered to the 
Canadian public in Canada. For example, the Bureau of Legal 
Affairs in Ottawa will advise and assist in cases of claims 
against other states, and in thepfield! of!\private international 
law offers a variety of services intended to ‘facilitate legal 
proceedings between Canadian and foreign jurisdictions. 


Generally, however, the Department's activities in 
Canada are restricted to: 1) the Passport. Office; i121) the 
Consular Awareness Programme; and iii) the Public Relations 
(Canada) Programme. 


The Passport Office issues more than 700,000 
passports annually to Canadians at home, and provides related 


services to certain other permanent residents of this country. 
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The Bureau of Consular Services provides a variety of services 
within Canada as well as its major function of coordinating 
consular work in posts abroad. Passport publicity and the 
Consular Awareness Programme concentrate on the need for proper 
documentation, problems encountered in travel, rights and 
responsibilities abroad and services available at Canadian posts 
abroad. These programmes involve speakers (available upon 
request), Occasional advertising and radio and television 
appearances or messages. An effort is made as well to assist and 
inform the public indirectly, through close liaison with the 
travel industry, including participation in conferences and 
contracts with the trade magazines. 


The Public Relations Division is responsible for 
informing Canadians about the activities of the Department and 
about Canadian foreign policy. It answers enquiries of a general 
nature from the public, and distributes information material on 
request on a variety of subjects. It organizes tours of the 
Lester B. Pearson Building in Ottawa and briefings on foreign 
policy issues. It also provides speakers on request to interested 
groups across Canada, and arranges for the participation of 


departmental officials in seminars and conferences with foreign 
policy themes.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


Customs and Excise is responsible for the 
assessment, collection and control of customs duties and excise 
duty, excise tax and federal sales tax on imported or domestically 
produced goods. In exercising its function, Customs and Excise 
protects Canadian industry against possible undue foreign 
competition and protects the Canadian people and its environment 
against harmful importations. 


The discharge of this responsibility is effected 
through the application of the Customs Act, the Customs Tariff 
Act, the Excise Tax Act and the Excise Act as well as the National 
Revenue Act. Under the Tariff and the Customs Act, customs duties 
are levied on ‘certain types: of "importation. ~'And', under 
anti-dumping legislation, dumping is prevented. Under the Excise 
Act, a quality check is made on alcoholic beverages and products 
using alcohol in manufacture to ascertain that food and drug 
standards are respected. Labelling is also checked for possible 
deceptive advertising.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES : 


The Department assesses and collects income taxes 
which are due under federal and provincial statues, and 
administers various tax credit plans on behalf of requesting 
provinces. It also assesses and collects Canada Pension Plan 
contributions and Unemployment Insurance premiums. In meeting 
these objectives, the Department attempts to facilitate and 
encourage voluntary compliance with the tax laws of the land and 
deter tax evasion and tax avoidance. In doing so, Taxation 
provides what is probably the most comprehensive treatment of any 
area Of the law of Canada. The services provided are extremely 
responsive to the needs of most sectors of Canadian society. 


Most professionals in the taxation field 
(accountants, lawyers, etc.) are on a departmental mailing list 
and receive various materials such as interpretation bulletins, 


rulings, and information circulars dealing with the administration 
Of tax daws.. 


Organizations and groups wishing to aid the 
disadvantaged or elderly in completing forms will be trained by 
the Department. The Department will supply an instructor, 
training kits and audio-visual materials. (Anyone interested 
should contact,their nearest. District .Taxation Office.) 
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For secondary schools wishing to offer a course in 
taxation the Department will provide a teacher's kit outlining the 
course and a supply of tax forms for students (last year 
approximately 8,000 such kits were distributed). Contact the 
Information Services. 


A fairly wide selection of well written pamphlets 
and other publications are available. These outline taxation in 
Canada and explain certain tax provisions, expecially as they 
apply to special groups such as students or the elderly, more 
fully than the guide which accompanies income tax returns. These 
are available at all District Taxation offices throughout the 
year. 

It is during "The Tax Rush" that the Department's 
activities peak. Generally, the Department conducts a 
mediaintensive campaign, part of which is the participation of 
departmental officers in "open-line" radio and television 
programmes to answer any questions for the public. These officers 
are also available to speak or make presentations to interested 
groups and organizations as part of a speakers programme organized 
by the Department. 


At a more personal level, the District Taxation 
Offices provide a service to handle enquiries or questions from 
the public. Special staff will either send the appropriate 
materials to the questionner, or respond to specific questions 
verbally or by letter.
